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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or 

declaration in compliance with 37 CFR 1.67(a) identifying this 

application by application number and filing date is required. 

See MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: 
It does not identify the foreign application for patent or 
inventor's certificate on which priority is claimed 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.55, and any foreign application having 
a filing date before that of the application on which 
priority is claimed, by specifying the application number, 
country, day, month and year of its filing. 

The examiner notes that the priority claim for the German 

10201480.9 application is made in the oath after a heading that 

says the application was filed more than 1 year before the U.S. 

application was filed. The date of the PCT filing is the U.S. 

filing date when granted 371 status. Therefore the German 

application was filed within a year of the U.S. application. 

The oath is therefore defective as it does not properly state 

the priority claim. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Paulett (U.S. 5,935,681). 

See Figures 4 and 5, col. 4, lines 50-65 teach lamination 
of non-perforated strips between apertured in order to increase 
strength. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Paulett (U.S. 5,935,681). 

The reference teaches non-perforated strips as noted above. 
The instant invention claims specific orientation of the strips 
and holes. It would have been within the ordinary skill of the 
art to vary the distance between the strips and the holes 
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depending on the degree of reinforcement needed and the specific 
hole pattern given the broad teachings of the reference that 
these are effective variables. Paulett teaches hole formation 
by heated perforation which produces a reinforced edge (element 
26) .
